Four times in succession he marched through that greatest 
of the world’s show rings unconquered by any bull of his age 
—three times as the supreme champion of all ages! Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d was Rosemere’s first great sire. He it was 
that brought for the first time this heretofore practically 
unknown hero into the limelight of public approval and his 
early influence as a sire had much to do with subsequent 
successes. It is a matter of record with us that Prizemere 
9th embodied to a more marked degree the qualities of Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d than those of any other progenitor, and the 
impress that Glenfoil Thickset 2d left on the great McHenry 
herd where he ended his days is too well known to require 
comment here. Then came that great son of Black Wood- 
lawn—Oakville Quiet Lad—distinguished as having been 
the father of Rosemere breeding.

A royal welcome awaits that person 
who travels over the hills from Denver to 
La Jara, especially if his destination should 
happen to be Hairy Barr’s house away out 
in the center of the world famed San Luis 
Valley, not far distant from the little ham- 
let of Romeo. Many trips had been planned 
to this entrancing spot but for some reason 
or other each in succession became frustrat- 
ed. Not particularly entrancing because 
this happy little home lies beyond La Veta 
Pass, but mainly because of the fine family 
residing in this tidy home where no shade 
trees abound. Here too on the fertile irri- 
gated acres of level land, living in the wide 
open, year in and year out, is to be found 
a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle laden with 
quality and superior breeding. A prospect- 
ive visit here should be incentive enough to 
enthuse any lover of kindly folk and good 
cattle—a combination hard to beat. 

It was Friday morning and the Denver 
National Fat Stock Show was to open at 
noon the next day. Some hustling was re- 
quired to clean up the desk, gather films, 
and select a new collar before the noon

which looked much like 30, yet the sun was bright and the day de- 
lightful (on the cars). The memory of balmy sunshine at other 
Denver National shows made this one all the more attractive this 
cold winter day. Something like eight hours were to be restlessly 
spent in the makeshift Union Station at Omaha, not so pleasant to 
look forward to. Luckily the Colorado limited from Chicago to 
Denver had been detained along the way across Iowa to such an 
extent that transfers from reservations on the midnight Columbine 
were handily made to the afternoon train which pulled into Denver 
at 7:15 the next morning, nearly a half day sooner than had been 
anticipated. 

The monotony of this long jaunt was broken when C. A. Saun- 
ders of Shorthorn fame, and Manilla, Iowa, decided to go along to 
Denver where he was entering a rousing good red bull in the show 
and sale. Charlie Saunders is a heap of good company. What he 
doesn’t know about the Shorthorn business would not make much 
of a book, and the horse business, oh, well, “there ain’t no use 
talkin’ about it, only jes fer fun” says Charlie. That was a grand 
ride, gained a perfectly good hour of sleep going out, but oh, how 
short the night was coming back when they took an hour off our 
slumber ticket. 

The Limited pulled into Denver right on the dot. Another hour 
found us entering the portals of the National Western Fat Stock 
Show where the Doddies were destined to make new history for the 
breed right in the very beginning of the year. Shortly after lunch 
the Doddies had the pleasure of trimming all comers in a general

meet up with Enchanter 
Harrison at both the Iowa 
State fair and the Chicago 
International where he put 
up a battle royal for class 
supremacy, each time los- 
ing by a narrow margin, 
and each time making 
hosts of friends at the 
ringside. 

As a two year old in 
1928 Excelsior Marshall 
3d met and defeated all 
comers in class at the 
Iowa State fair where he 
proved a very formidable 
contender for the senior 
championship. At the fol- 
lowing International he 
met Baron Burgess of 
Woodcote and there after 
an exciting duel bowed to 
his opponent in class— 
thus losing always by a 
narrow margin. 

As an aged bull in 1929, 
Excelsior Marshall 3d took 
in more territory, this 
time he was exhibited at 
the Iowa State fair as 
well as at three big winter shows, the strongest of the season in 
the minds of many of the showmen. There was no scarcity of con- 
tenders at any of these shows—in them was seen the best this con- 
tinent had to offer. At 
Iowa he made a splendid 
showing, giving Escort 
Marshall, a half brother to 
his own sire a hard rub for 
class honors. 

At the Ak-Sar-Ben he 
met a new  battlemate— 
this time it was Eileenmere 
15th the great show and 
breeding bull that had been 
groomed for the Interna- 
tional championship since 
calfhood. The same _ pair 
went to the head of the 
class at the American Roy- 
al at Kansas City where

Nebraskan Talks Cattle 2 His Own People 


With the recent drop in price of cottonseed cake there is a 
spread of approximately $14 per ton between it and linseed meal. 
If you are in need of a protein supplement for cattle, there certain- 
ly can be no question but that cottonseed meal will prove to be the 
more satisfactory buy at the levels indicated. 

Barley is very rapidly attaining a position of prominence 
among Nebraska crops. In 1929 we produced, within the state, two 
and one-half times as many bushels as were produced per year dur- 
ing the five years preceding. It would seem as tho we were find- 
ing that this valuable crop works into rotations to advantage and 
is destined to become one of our major grain crops. If this is the 
case, what about the value of it as a feed? First of all, on account 
of the fact that barley is a very hard grain, it should always be fed 
ground. We have tried feeding it whole, both dry and soaked, but 
with only fair results. One will always be reimbursed for the cost of 
grinding by the re- 
sults obtained when

Nebraska today 
is at the peak of its 
live stock feeding 
activities. Bountiful 
harvests have been 
reaped and are gar- 
nered about the 


farmsteads. The 
problem of disposal 
of these is being 
met by the energetic 
use of pitchfork and 
scoop shovel. In most sections of the state corn proved to be such 
a large crop that temporary cribs were called into use and many 
farmsteads are dotted with open piles of corn. Observations made 
during the past few weeks led me to make the statement that cat- 
tle feeders are at this time feeding ground ear corn ona much larg- 
er scale than during any previous year. Apparently this product 
Is giving satisfaction. With most farms equipped with a tractor, 
and with grinders pretty well perfected, the job of grinding seems 
to be relatively simple. In spite of the fact that cattle seem to 
thrive wonderfully well on ground ear corn, an experiment con- 
ducted at this institution last year failed to show any particular 
financial advantage in the feeding of ground ear corn over shelled 
corn. The cattle fed were yearlings past and at the close of a 140- 
day feeding period the gains were practically identical and the cost 
of gains slightly in favor of the lot carried on shelled corn. Ex- 
perimental work has tended to show that cobs contain relatively 
little net energy, and apparently the good derived from the feeding 
of ground cob mixed with ground kernel is one of mechanical ad- 
vantage in that the ration is practically fool proof and it is seldom 
that a steer is foundered or goes off feed when subjected to it. 

Men who are short of alfalfa hay are feeding a protein supple- 
ment. The shortage of alfalfa which we heard so much about early 
in the fall has up to date proved to be somewhat mythical as hay 
today is apparently more abundant and actually is lower in price 
than it was sometime back. Not a few feeders are buying alfalfa 
and using it for a protein supplement to ground ear corn.

the product is fed. 

Barley should 
not be compared to 
oats but rather to 
corn. Oats are bulky 
and fibrous and 
while preeminently 
satisfactory for the 
growing animal, do 
not contain enough 
fat-forming nutri- 
ents to justify using 
in the ration for fat- 
tening stock. Barley, 
on the other hand, is 
quite comparable to 
corn. Experimental 
work with fattening 
stock has tended to 
show that ground 
barley ranges from 
90 to 95 per cent as 
valuable as corn in 
the ration. Assum- 
ing that  consider- 
able barley is pro- 
duced one certainly 
would be justified in 
feeding it in con- 
junction with corn. 
Some splendid re- 
sults have been ob- 
tained by feeding a 
mixture of equal 
parts ground barley and cracked corn. Most of the time barley is 
cheaper per pound than corn. In case a person is buying grain it 
would probably be well to buy corn unless barley is available at a 
price of not to exceed 85 or 90 per cent that of corn. It is well to 
bear in mind that with corn at 70c per bushel the cost per one hun- 
dred pounds is the same as where the price of barley is 60c. Some 
day I hope we will eliminate the bushel as a unit and in live stock 
feeding parlance adhere entirely to the one-hundred pound basis. 
Then we can very easily compare the several grains and supple- 
ments which we have at our disposal. Western Nebraska has al- 
ready adopted this standard and the sooner the eastern half of the 
state does, the better. 

Speaking of cattle feeding, there is probably more interest to- 
day in “cattle” than in “feeding.” We find a marked reaction 
against heavy cattle. The preference for light beeves has been 
gradually creeping upon us during the past decade. During the 
past 6 or 8 months there has been a drastic movement forward in 
the clamor for little cattle and a resultant wave of unpopularity for 
the big brute. Choice, well-finished steers weighing 1400 to 1500 
pounds go begging for bids on our markets at the present time and 
finally sell late in the day at 12 to 13 cents per pound, while little 
warmed-up skates of both sexes and all breeds start their dog trot 
to the scales at ten minutes after eight and do so at almost as much 
per pound as the big beasts. While at the Omaha market recently 
I observed a load of 1500-pound steers which sold late in the day 
for $12.35. Across the alley was a load of [Continued on page 15

DAIRY FARMERS SEE THE LIGHT; 
USE ABERDEEN-ANGUS BULLS. 


“There has been a wonderfully good demand for Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls in this section of the country. I could have sold fifteen 
or twenty more bulls to dairy farmers to cross on their herds if I 
had had them this fall,” says G. H. Riddell, of Angus Stock Farm 
Balaton, Minn., in a recent communication to this office. Slowly 
but surely, farmers, not alone those who have dairy herds but those

Upon consulting the time card it was discovered that 
gee down grade all the way to Pueblo and we were evidently put 
in reverse to avoid the necessity of supplying a couple of extra pil- 
lows to help maintain our equilibrium. Pueblo, the Philadelphia of 
the West, was reached at midnight. From here it was to be an up- 
hill pull so the porter, considerate as he was, had the coach re- 
versed rather than get us all out and reverse the makup of our 
beds—perhaps that was the better way to handle the situation any- 
way. There was a lot of switching and bumping around in the 
ards at Pueblo; the night was still; the hills covered with snow;

Down that perfectly level San Luis Valley fifteen 
miles did not last long. Harry Barr’s brother-in- 
law, whose name has slipped from us, came up to 
the station with his new Ford, loaded us in and away 
we went some eight or nine miles further south and 
west. Not a wrinkle in the landscape between the 
mountains except the little irrigation ditches that 
seemed to be built above the regular ground level. 
Harry’s place is a mile over from the gravel 
highway and about that far south but the roads 
were dry and good. Not much snow here but heaps ; 
of it in the mountains that were visible on every side. The air off 
these snow covered mountains was laden with frost which pushed 
the thermometer down past the zero mark almost as far and as 
handily as though it had been in Iowa.

These cows were being fed a portion of al- 

falfa twice daily; for the rest of their livli- 
hood they gathered up the peas and the beans that had been lost in 
the harvest and this was supplemented with a bit of grass sticking 
up here and there on the hay meadow. They were fat as butter. 
Among these matrons was to be found old Prizenora 352828, per- 
haps one of the greatest Pride cows on this continent; there were 
others just as nicely made and just as well balanced, i. e., Erica Me- 
Henry 52d 198539, a daughter of Erwin C., Erica McHenry 59th 
229198, by Earl Marshall; Ethlinda E., by Enigma’s Elgin; Evince 
254158, another daughter of Earl Marshall; Evince 3d, another by 
the same sire; and many others of note that might be enumerated. 
Here it was that the splendid young bull Escort Marshall 3d 421864 
is doing duty, following the great breeding bull Erwin Marshall 
351889, now so popular in the breeding pens at Briarcliff farms, 
Pine Plains, New York. 

After taking a long hike over the other quarter and inspecting 
closely the breeding cattle found there including Erica Marlene 8th 
398328, the dam of Mr. E. G. Little’s excellent show bull Erwin 
Marshall Jr., which we found to be one of the best cows ever in- 
spected by us, Harry 
and I returned to the 
house to enjoy a “hunk 
of beef,” Colorado bred, 
grown and fattened on 
alfalfa—a lovely roast 
taken from a pure bred 
yearling which Mr. 
Barr had butchered for 
family use. This meat 
was exquisitely mar- 
bled and carried a de- 
lightful flavor, proving 
conclusively that the 
marble is not put there 
with corn. 

Dr. D. D. Barr and 
his family first came 
to the valley in 1911 
and purchased quite a 
tract of irrigated land, 
after farming and buy- 
ing and selling land to 
some extent he decided 
to locate permanently and bought a good stock ranch located on 
the Conejos river. Some of the other land was sold and he and his 
sons fed lambs and handled steers for a few years. In 1915 they 
purchased some 300 head of young cattle of Aberdeen-Angus and 
Red Poll cross. Some of the black heifers were quite good and be- 
ing somewhat familiar with the winnings of Aber- 
deen-Angus steers they decided to keep about 75 
head of the best heifers, procure Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls and raise better cattle. The germ had been 
planted and was incubating fast. 

That fall the senior Barr went east to Escher & 
Ryan’s Pleasant View farm for the purpose of buy- 
ing the bulls. After looking over the herd there he 
bought a carload of cows and heifers and calves to- 
gether with three bulls. He bought one good daugh- 
ter of Imported Earl Eric of Bailindalloch and thus 
started breeding registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
This Erica cow, Energette 146126, had a good heifer 
calf at foot sired by Black Bannock, a son of Black 
Peer. This heifer became one of their best breeding 
cows—her first bull calf being Champion Aberdeen- 
Angus steer at Denver in 1920. 

“As we watched and studied Aberdeen-Angus,” 
says Harry Barr, “it appeared that good cattle with 
the right kind of breeding were the ones sought after 
and the plainer cattle of which our herd was mostly

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kK eeding Baby Chicks 


Care and Attention Must de Given T hen 


W. H. Lapp, Editor. 


Developments ‘during recent years have 
proven that the feeding of baby chicks in- 
corporates problems in Hygiene, Feeding 
and Management that pjay a great part in 
the success attained with chicks, both from 
the standpoint of the growth and develop- 
ment of the young stock and 
also the productivity of the 
mature stock. 

The test after all with any 
system of baby chick feeding 
resolves itself into the merits 
of such a system under prac- 
tical use on the farm. 

During the past year we 
have experienced tremendous 
mortality on the part of baby 
chicks, due to the fact that 
certain details of chick man- 
agement were not definitely 
understood by many produc- 
ers. Recently we have found 
that certain diseases can play 
havoc with young chicks due 
to infection which may result 
from the improper selection 
of breeding stock and lack of 
proper sanitation and disin- 
tection of incubators. 

For example; In 1928 we 
hatched chicks from two in- 
cubators, whose capacity was 
25,000 baby chicks. During 
this season of 1928 we hatch- 
ed 63,000 baby chicks. We 
had a mortality during this 
year of 2,300 chicks, which 
occured the first two weeks 
after these chicks were plac- 
ed on the farm. In 1929 we 
sprayed these machines every 
day, using a disinfectant call- 
ed, “Hatchery Spray” which 
has a formaldehyde base. 
During 1929 we hatched 70,- 
000 baby chicks and our loss was 134 
chicks. You wili note that there is quite a

mortality primarily to the use of disinfect- 
ants in incubation. We went one step further

from a single pair in the beginning. During this time egg production per hen was 
nearly doubled and almost unbelievable uniformity established.

to use a spray in the brooder houses prac- 
tically the same as the spray we used in the 
incubator. They sprayed these chicks twice 
a day, in the morning and in the evening. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the producers, by 
actual tabulation, raised over 90 per cent 
of the chicks that they started out with. It 
was our intention of checking up primarily 
on mortality of the chicks but were agree- 
ably surprised to find that another feature 
presented itself which we think is extreme- 
ly important in raising baby chicks and that 
is, the addition of added humidity in the 
brooder house resulted in better growth and 
feathering, especially the feathering of the 
chicks. We believe that too many of our 
brooder houses in the spring of the year 
are held at too low a humidity. In other 
words the brooder houses are too dry and 
the addition of moisture in the way of a 
spray which can also constitute a disinfect- 
ant will assist materially in more uniform 
feather growth. 

The so-called “Bare-Back” chickens that 
come to our markets must be discounted in 
price. This loss to the producers through- 
out the country reaches in the aggregate 
quite a sum of money. Proper brooding 
will eliminate some of this condition to- 
gether with feeding a ration supplemented 
with a well-balanced mineral. 

In some chick experiments which we con- 


ducted on a number of farms for 
years we found that the ration containing 
a deficiency in minerals resulted in slower 
feather growth when compared with those 
rations containing a complex mineral, 
We shall be very glad indeed to forward 
further information regard- 
ing this phase of our re- 
search work pertaining to 
baby chicks to anyone desir- 
fs at Menten 
OW an en to Ba 
paring Chick id 
uring recent years w 
have found that wie of the 
old ideas and practices of 
chick feeding are not as 
fundamentally sound as. we 
thought they were. For ex- 
ample; A tremendous amount 
of poultry literature describ- 
es in detail the starting of 
baby chickes by saying that 
the chicks should not be fed 
until they are from forty- 
eight to seventy-two hours 
old. We have found that we 
obtained very good results by 
feeding our chicks as soon as 
they were dry and strong 
enough to stand up and take 
nourishment. Our mortality 
was not any heavier than in 
the case where we refrained 
from feeding. Furthermore 
in a number of our tests we 
believe that we controlled 
mortaility by this procedure. 
Common sense dictates to 
us that when a chick is not 
fed until it is seventy-two 
hours old, it is extremely 
hungry and will eat most 
anything. If it is then placed 
in a brooder house having 
access to all the material around the house, 
is it not safe to assume that the chick in 
its desire for food, may eat the contamina- 
tion which may prevail in the droppings of 
another chick. This is a good way to in- 
fect a large number of chicks in the flock. 
By feeding them earlier that is, approxi- 
mately when they are from twenty-four to 
thirty hours old, it does not mean that one 
should give them access to all the feed that 
they would consume but judgment should 
be used at that time. Give them a little at 
a time. Place the feed before them for 
about five minutes either on a board or on 
a piece of paper and then remove this board 
or piece of paper. The first day repeat this 
method of feeding about every four hours 
increasing the length of time that the feed 
is before the chicks. On the second and 
third days the feed is allowed to remain 
before them for about twenty minutes. 
About the fourth or fifth day the feed can 
be placed in a hopper and placed before the 
chicks. The first day of hopper feeding we 
would suggest that the hopper be left open 
one and one-half hours; second and third 
days six hours, etc. until the feed is before 
the chicks during the entire day. We would 
also suggest that the scratch grain be hop- 
per fed instead of scattering it on the floor. 
Some folks like to start their chicks peg 
buttermilk.

nd steers which had sold early at 
$12.00. These light cattle had been exposed 
to corn for 60 days and were a promiscuous 
bunch containing most everything except 
straight dairy stock. They probably dress- 
ed 53 per cent, while the big cattle undoubt- 
edly would have yielded 10 per cent more. 
This condition is a tragic one for some. 

Many of you men have feed yards at home 
filled with steers weighing from 1200 to 
1400 pounds and while these beasts are 
quite content to go on munching your pie, 
cake, and ice cream, you are turning gray 
trying to decide whether to order cars and 
kiss them goodbye or continue pouring your 
corn down rat holes. Inasmuch as Nebras- 
ka and the cornbelt generally has many 
acres covered with big, fairly rough steers 
which have been exposed to corn for 90 
days, it does not look as if the supply of 
this kind at the markets will become acute- 
ly short in the near future. With demand 
on the part of the buying public centered 
almost unanimously around the light car- 
casses and with the few remaining support- 
ers of heavy beef steers, who hail from the 
sections around New York and Boston 
where many animals are koshered, rapidly 
switching over to light cattle, it would seem 
as tho the owner of big steers which have 
been fed 90 days might just as well take 
his medicine, reinvest the money in some 
green cattle and hope that they will later in 
the year recoup at least part of the vanish- 
ed semolians. ; 

Experimental work conducted during the 

past ten years at this institution in which 
cattle of different ages were fed thru 200- 
day trials showed very conclusively that 
those weighing from 1000 to 1300 pounds, 
after having been on corn 90 days, became 
tremendously expensive and_ inefficient 
gainers. I doubt if steers which have been 
on feed 90 days and are at present weighing 
1200 to 1300 pounds are producing gains at 
less than 20c per pound. If this is the case, 
the market will have to advance at least a 
dollar per month to justify holding. We 
know that thin cattle will make efficient 
utilization of feed and, accordingly, the 
policy of revolving the contents of the feed 
lot is justifiable. 

The day of the long-fed steer is past. As 
a state we have held an enviable reputation 
in the East for many years. Purveyors of 
beef all thru that section have been clamor- 
ous of Nebraska beeves because throughout 
the ages we have faithfully poured corn in- 
to bovine specimens until they reached the 
stage of ripeness which satisfied the taste, 
pocketbook, and prejudice of the Easterner. 
In doing this, undoubtedly many feeders 
have “paid the price.” While it is quite an 
honor to top the market with long-fed cat- 
tle, see your name in the daily paper and 
learn that your beasts were good enough to 
go East on foot for fancy trade purposes, 
yet when you pay a heavy penalty for this, 
you cannot afford to continue following the 
game. It looks very much as tho feeders 
of heavy and medium weight cattle would 
of necessity be forced to a shorter feeding 
period or else a more liberal use of rough- 
age during the first half of the period. 

The cattle feeder who has fared reason- 
ably well during the past year is the one 
who has been able to use his own crops to 
advantage. The speculative feeder who has 
had to buy both grain and roughage has 
operated on such a close margin that his 
fun has been very expensive. 

The economy of producing gain is bound

to continue to be a big factor. You gentle- 
men are not equipped to weigh feed and 
live stock as we do at the experiment sta- 
tion. I feel that a part of the justification 
for our existence lies in the fact that we 
can devote a good deal of time to details 
and supply you with information regarding 
the cost of gains where different rations are 
used and different classes of animals fed. 
You are feeding live stock primarily to 
make money therefrom. You are interested 
in producing gains economically ‘and in 
feeding classes of animals which give prom- 
ise of being profitable when marketed. 

For several years we have given serious 
consideration to the problem of equalizing 
the supply of fat stock at the markets so 
as to get away from the tendency to glut 
at periods and run short of supply at oth- 
ers. Our customers eat just about as much 
meat one day as another. We can never 
hope to have a stable set of live stock mar- 
kets so long as we continue to plan our 
feeding operations in such way as to cause 
periods of very heavy receipts and again 
times when receipts are very light. We are 
at this time going thru a period of very 
heavy receipts at the major markets. The 
market price paid for hogs tells the story. 
You cuss the packers, but are they entirely 
to blame? When our markets can be sup- 
plied with an even flow of fat stock through- 
out the year we will undoubtedly find 
a much more stable set of prices being paid 
for these animals, and, futhermore, our cus- 
tomers in the cities who buy retail cuts of 
meat will be happier because the cost of the 
product will vary but little from time to 
time.

practice is optional to thé producer as some 
of the producers on demonstrational farms 
are starting their chicks with buttermilk

The kind of feed to use is an important 
factor in the success of the chicks. One 
should be sure that they are using a ration 
that is well-balanced from the standpoint 
of those ingredients essential to the proper 
growth and development of the stock.

“In 1921,” said Harry, “we had deci 
Earl Marshall bull was necessary to ie 
best cattle so another trip was made to 
Escher & Ryan’s. We picked out an Erica 
calf that looked like a real herd bull. He 
was by Earl Marshall and out of Erica Mce- 
Henry 38th by Erwin C. This bull Erwin 
Marshall proved to be just about what we 
needed, and is now regarded as one of the 
truly great bulls of the breed.” These quo- 
tations will give the reader some idea as to 
the line of reasoning which underlaid the 
building of one of America’s real Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding herds. 

In 1923 owing to sickness in the family 
and some severe financial reverses the 
ranch and all the tail ends of the cattle were 
sold. Since that time Harry Barr has been 
breeding some outstanding individual cattle 
and says he has experienced no trouble in 
selling what few he could produce at fairly 
good prices, mostly all, because of his loca- 
tion, were sold by mail. The progeny of 
this bull Erwin Marshall attracted breeders 
far and wide. In the fall of 1927 Earl Ryan 
made a trip to Colorado for the purpose of 
buying him. Earl was much impressed with 
the bull and in a short time Erwin Marshall 
was shipped to Harrison & Ryan in Iowa 
where Wm. H. Pew of Briarcliff had gone 
for the purpose of securing foundation ma- 
terial. Mr. Pew was _ likewise impressed 
with Erwin Marshall and did not leave the 
Harrison & Ryan Farms until the Colorado 
bull was on his way to Briarcliff where he 
is doing excellent service in the breeding 
lots. At the following International sale 
the young bull Escort Marshall 3d was pur- 
chased to succeed Erwin Marshall at the 
Barr Ranch where his calves are showing 
up in excellent form. 

When asked for his method of handling 
the crops and cattle on his ranch which is 
located almost in the heart of the San Luis 
Valley, with high mountain peaks visible on 
all sides even though some of them are as 
much as seventy-five miles away, and at an 
elevation of approximately 8.000 feet above 
sea level, Mr. Barr said, “All our cattle are 
raised entirely in the open, having mostly 
never been inside a barn or shed. Sweet 
clover pasture in summer and alfalfa hay 
in winter is the main feed, no grain being 
fed to females, old or young. We are rais- 
ing a variety of crops, our rotation being 
potatoes, wheat, garden peas, barley and 
sweet clover. These cash crops are some- 
times big money makers but the cattle are 
most dependable. Through all the depress- 
ing years the cattle have steadily paid their 
way and made a little money. We hope in 
the next few years to be showing some top 
notch cattle with air tight Earl Marshall- 
McHenry breeding.” 

By this time the sun was fast fading be- 
hind the mountain peaks to the west an 
we had finished a pretty good day’s work, 
except of course that the day should not be 
done until Denver had been reached the 
next morning at eight. The trip up to Den- 
ver, however, was made pleasant and most

Indiana Breeders Hold Meeting. 

At a meeting of the Indiana Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association held at Pur- 
due University on Wednesday, January 
15th, during Farmers Conference week, 
Harry Ainsworth of the Purdue Club De- 
partment gave a report of beef calf club 
work in Indiana for the year 1929 as com- 
pared with 1928. His report showed an in- 
crease in total beef calf club entries at the 
state fair and his predictions are that there 
will be further increase in 1930. Quite a 
little time was taken in discussing various 
problems encountered in the calf club show 
at Indianapolis, among them which were 
methods of reducing the numbers of entries 
and at the same time increasing the quality 
of the exhibit. Several suggestions were 
made but no formal action taken. 

Mr. T. A. Coleman suggested that some 
plan be formulated for the purpose of giv- 
ing the breed more publicity in the state but 
no action was taken other than to instruct 
the secretary to investigate and formulate 
some plans. Later in the meeting the mem- 
bership fee was reduced from $5.00 per year 
to $1.00 per year in order to extend the 
membership to all persons interested in the 
breed in any way whatsoever. Among the 
other duties imposed on the secretary at 
this meeting was the solicitation of new 
memberships which after all should amount 
to nothing more than a solicitation by mail 
since the reduction of the fees as no per- 
son interested should now remain without 
the fold. The State Association like similar 
organizations in other states needs to get 
together and do a little boosting. 

Charles McClamrock, Crawfordsville, was 
elected director of the Indiana Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association. The other two di- 
rectors are H. A. Thompson, Cortland, In- 
diana, and W. W. Wilson, Muncie, Indiana. 

The association voted to continue the In- 
diana Aberdeen-Angus specials in the In- 
diana State Fair classifications and to pay 
one-half of the prize offered for grand 
champion calf club steer if an Aberdeen- 

ngus.
